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Mark-Up and Turnover 


Kk WOULD like very much 

to hear the reasons the man- 

ufacturer of small articles 
gave for the rates of mark-up which 
you gave in your April issue. The 
one statement with which we agree 
is that a flat rate of mark-up 1s 
wrong. 

His logic evidently does not take 
into consideration that all-important 
element of turn-over. There is no 
doubt that the smaller articles have 

much higher rate of turn-over. 
If such is the case should they not 
carry a lesser mark-up? 

If we buy five articles which cost 
us $100 each and which we expect 
to turn only once a year then we 
have invested $500 for one year. 
When we have added our other 
expense to this amount (say it is 
40% of the cost) it makes a total 
net cost of $700. We must get this 
amount plus $35.00 if we are to 
make even ordinary interest on the 
money invested. It we are to make 
15% on the money invested, which 
we should do in this line of busi 
ness, we must add $500, cost of 
goods, plus $200 expense, plus $75, 
interest or profit, a total of $775 or 

mark-up of 55%. 

If we buy 5,000 articles which 


ost us 10c each and which we ex 
pect to turn ten times a year we 
ave invested S500 for 36 days 
sing the same expense rate ot 


10% it makes the net cost the same. 
n order to make 15% on _ the 
money invested we must add $500, 
ost of goods, plus $200, expense, 
plus $7.50 interest or profit, a total 
{ $707.50 or a mark-up of 41.5% 
we turn these 5.000 articles ten 
times a year as we figured we would 
we make ten times the amount of 
the interest or profit of $7.50 or 
$75.00 the same amount we make 
on the larger goods carrying a 
mark-up of 61%. 
One of the things this method 
does not take into consideration is 
the interest on the money invested 


Reply to a Suggestion in the April 


Issue of Office Appliances.—By 
Chas. C. Wheeler of the Pitts- 
burg Headlight (Moore 
Bros.) Pittsburg, Kas. 


Note —On page 16 of O fice Ap- 
pliances for April a manufacturer 
made a suggestion as to rates of 
mark-up on goods retailing at dif- 
ferent prices. He suggested that 
articles costing twenty cents or less 
should be priced at three times their 
cost, the scale being reduced as the 
cost figures advanced until, for 
articles costing eight dollars o1 
more the retail price should repre- 
sent one and one-quarter times the 
cost. Mr. Wheeler disagrees in the 
main, and presents some interesting 
ideas and figures to back up his 
irqument, 


in store fixtures, accounts receiv- 
able, working capital, etc. This was 
just to show that the rate of turn- 
over should be taken into consid- 
eration. We are not trying to tell 
anyone that he should figure only 
1.5% profit on ten-time turn-over 
goods. It is not enough. There 
are other things to be taken into 
consideration. 

You must consider the article it 
self. Is it easily broken? Is it af- 
fected by styles? Is it easily soiled? 


Is it affected by time? By light: 
By heat? By cold? Are you sure 
vou can get a certain rate of turn 
over’ And then, very important, 


can you get more for it and still 
make the estimated rate of turn 
over? 

Those articles easily broken, 
soiled, affected by styles, etc., must 
have a rate of mark-up much higher 
than those not so easily depreciated 
The only way to determine that rate 
is by experience. If in a certain 
lot of goods 10% are ruined in 
stock or must be sold at cost or 


lower, the rest of the lot must be 
priced to make up for them. 

There are several articles we 
carry in stock that do not allow us 
any profit at all. There is some 
reason why we cannot get a price 
for them which will let us sell them 
at a profit. But we must carry 
them for the convenience of our 
customers. I believe it was Henry 
Ford who said if he were in the 
retail business he would not carry 
an article in stock on which he did 
not make a profit. I am afraid he 
would not be a very good retail 
stationer. There are other goods 
which allow us a very liberal profit, 
because we can get a nice rate of 
turn-over on them at the prices 
charged and we do not think it 
would increase our sales and we 
know it would not increase our 
profits if we lowered the price. 

In our opinion every article 
should carry, not necessarily a dif- 
ferent rate of mark-upy but it 
should carry its own mark-up, that 
rate of mark-up to be decided upon 
that article by itself and not upon 
a flat rate for any one store, line or 
make, 

There are some items of cost 
which some articles should not be 
made to stand. For instance, 2-oz. 
paste and ink should not be charged 
with delivery expense, collection 
expense or bad debts, because most 
such goods are sold for cash over 
the counter. The charge against 
desk lamps for breakage should be 
a much higher rate than _ that 
charged to safes. 

In the majority of stationery 
stores it is drawing too fine a line, 
however, to have definite figures. 
lhe rate of mark-up will be more 
for the desk lamp, but there are no 
definite figures to base the increase 
on. 


Stationer Should Have 
Knowledge. 
As we see it the thing the sta- 
tioner must do and the thing every 
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retailer must do is KNOW HIS 
BUSINESS. He must know the 
turn-over not alone on his whole 
stock, but on separate articles. He 
must know when and how much of 
Sanford’s Premium Quarts he or- 
dered last time—how many roll top 
60” oak desks he sold last month— 
how many times they turn a year— 
how his prices compare with his 
competition—-whether he could sell 
more goods if he raised the price— 
or lowered the price—what articles 
do the buyers usually buy on price 
—what articles are usually sold 
without question of price—what his 
sales were yesterday of a certain 
article—is it best to put in this or 
that line of goods. He must, in 
short, know ALL about his busi- 
ness. 

The only way one can do this 
is to get right down and study his 
business. If one’s records don't 
give the necessary information, 
start the proper records now so they 
will be available next week. 

It would take the average sta- 
tioner or his bookkeeper not over 
a week to go through his record of 


cash disbursements, or the check 
register or the check stubs, what- 
ever record he has of money paid 
out and by the use of a columnar 
pad, list the different expense ac- 
counts, such as Merchandise Pur- 
chased, Freight, Dray and Express, 
Salesmen’s Salaries, Salesmen’s 
Expense, Other Help, Light, Heat, 
Rent, Delivery Expense, Collection 
Expense, Advertising, Telephone, 
Refunds, Office Expense, Pro- 
prietor’s Salary, Donations, Insur- 
ance, Interest, Association and 
other Dues, etc. Then make a list 
of the bad debts he has accumulated 
during the year. Take the value of 
his fixtures and charge 10% of that 
as depreciation. Then put down 
the amount of the inventory the 
first of last year, add the total of 
the column Merchandise Pur- 
chased and the total of the Freight, 
Express and Drayage column. To- 
tal those figures and deduct the 
amount of the inventory the first of 
this year. The remainder will be 
the cost of the merchandise sold. 
Now take the totals of all of the 
other columns and the amount of

This requires an effective perpetual in- 
ventory, rigid supervision of overhead and an intelligent system of buying 


for stock.

circle of profitable contacts. 
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Bad Debts and Depreciation and fig- 
ure their percentage of the amount 
shown as cost of merchandise sold. 
Make a typewritten list of those 
percentages and keep it in front of 
you every time you figure an in- 
voice of goods. When you get in 
an invoice add the freight, express 
or drayage to each individual article 
and the percentages of that amount 
for each of the classes of expenses 
it should stand. To this you must 
add your profit. If you want to 
make 10% net on your total sales 
you must add about 11.5% to the 
cost you figured. If you want to 
make 15% on your sales you must 
add about 1634%. Now take into 
consideration turn-over, your com- 
petitors’ prices, what your trade 
will pay for it, etc., and price the 
article at what you think best. If 
the other things make you price it 
too low, those figures in front of 
you will make you realize it and you 
can govern yourself accordingly. 
If they make you price it high the 
same thing applies.

As to special qualifications, he 


should be first of all, patient and per- 
sistent, as these qualifications are ab- 
solutely essential to one who wishes 
to get sufficient information from the 
customer, whereon to base his re- 
quirements. 

He should have an even temper, and 
refrain at all times from argument, not 
putting forward his own ideas, until 
after he has secured theirs. 

Customers are, especially of the old- 
er generation, apt to be set in their 
ways, and it ofttimes takes a great 
deal of tact to sell them the thing 
they should have. And this especially 
can not be done unless one is thor- 
oughly familiar with the functions of 
the thing he is selling. 

The outside salesman should have 
the same qualifications as the inside 
man, with the exception that a slight 
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deviation can be made from the argu- 
mentative standpoint, inasmuch as he 
must oftimes change customers from 
old methods to new 

The inside man should be more of 
a phlegmetic temperament, whereas 
the outside man should be the oppo- 
site His knowledge of bookkeeping 
should be approximately as _ good. 
However, it is not as essential and is 
ipt not to be, as his temperament will 
not allow it. However, he always has 
back of him the man in the store, who 
can assist him with information at 
inv time. 

Too many times firms have made a 
mistake in using the non-aggressive 
inside man on the outside, thinking 
that the information he has will sell 
goods, which is not the case,

Salesman Must Know His 


In the first place, the salesman must 
know his stock. He should have at 
least a fair knowledge of bookkeeping, 
as this will enable him to fill the cus- 
tomer’s needs much more quickly and 
in a more satisfactory manner. 

[The salesman to sell a loose leaf 
suthit to a man must go at the cus- 
tomer in exactly the same manner 
that the doctor does when you call 
him to your home when you are not 
feeling one hundred per cent. When 
the loose leaf salesman, as the doctor, 
knows where you are ailing, he can 
then prescribe the proper prescription. 
No two loose leaf deals are exactly 
the same. An outfit that will be ade- 

uate and is adapted to a retailer will 
not be the proper outfit for the man- 
ufacturer or the professional man. He 
must study each case and then pre- 
scribe the equipment that is best adapt 
ed to the customer’s wants.

the same, is entirely different from 
the outside salesman. The man who 
sells on the inside is usually talking to 
a prospect who comes into the store 
and asks to see a loose leaf outfit. The 
man that does that is naturally inter 
ested, while the outside man in many 
cases has to bring up the subject him- 
self and starts at a point way back 
where the inside man begins. On the 
other hand, the outside man has a dis- 
tinct advantage, as he is right on the 
ground where the books are being 
used and has a fair chance, providing 
he uses his eyes to see how the office 
records are kept and same of the rou- 
tine. This gives him a fine opportu- 
nity to suggest, not only the particu- 
lar item in question, but other forms 

and binders. 
We certainly keep track of all the 
loose leaf prospects that we get and

Loose leaf is very near the top in 
importance, for two or three reasons. 
The first is that it carries a satisfac- 
tory margin of profit for the dealer;

when you sell a customer the right sys- 
tem for his business, you also sell that 
intangible thing which we call service, 
and which is so highly prized by us 
all. 

Loose leaf should be displayed in a 
case or counter, and arranged to at- 
tract the customer's eye, and invite 
questions. Then the salesman in 
charge of the department has an open- 
ing to explain the systems and devices 
and their advantages over other meth- 
ods. An explanation of the uses is 
very necessary in this field.

Loose leaf is one of the important 
departments in the business today. It 
is a line that does not take up an ex- 
tremely large amount of floor space. 

The profit derived from loose leaf 
is good and every stationer should 
push it hard. 

There are many good devices on 
the market today for displaying loose 
leaf. In our own case we have not a 
satisfactory display at the present time 
of the heavy line. While our ring 
books are displayed in one of Irving- 
Pitt’s revolving display cases, our 
heavy line we display in a regular 
showcase which is not the best way 
to do it, as the customer has to ask 
you to remove it from the case before 
he can get his hands on it.

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Loose Leaf Salesman Should Be Diplomat 


A salesman, in order to handle a 
loose leaf department successfully, 
should have a thorough knowledge of 
accounting and systematizing. 

He should be a diplomat, and be 
able to size up his customer and his 
needs, and give his customer the im- 
pression on first acquaintance that he 
is master of his job. A large portion 
of the customers who come into the 
store do not know what they want 
Their particular needs should be stud- 
ied by the salesman ir order that he 
may furnish him an outfht that meets 
his requirements. 

We should say the qualifications for 
salesmen are the same whether inside 
or outside the store. Some salesmen, 
however, make good salesmen inside 
the store who have not the ability to 
approach strangers on the outside.

We keep track of our prospects on 
special printed cards for the purpose. 
We never give him up, if his credit is 
good, until he is dead or goes out of 
business. 

We consider that our loose leaf de- 
partment, as compared with other de- 
partments of the business, is growing 
steadily in importance and volume. 

At the present time we are using a 
3oorum & Pease display case for loose 
leaf memo books and a device of our 
own manufacture for price books, ring 
books and ledgers. This works out 
pretty well, but has its faults. 

We believe there are good jobs for 
“A-1" loose leaf sales people. 


The writer has a conference with 
his employees once a week during the 
winter at the close of business. At 
these conferences we frequently have 
loose leaf sales demonstrations by our» 
employees. 

A short time ago the writer told 
them of an experience he had had 
with a customer where he turned a 
$35 sale into a $225 one, and eliminat- 
ed competition which he had with 
three competitors. In other words, 
he sold the customer an idea. Nat- 
urally he got the order for the covers, 
paper and indexes used with the idea. 
A little later he received a repeat on 
the order. This, to a customer whom 
he had never sold before. To sum it 
all up—you have to use your “bean” 
in selling loose leaf goods, as well as 
other articles of merchandise.

Trend of the Stationery Business. 

N The Webster Way for March is a strong and 

excellent article by C. P. Garvin, general sales 
manager of the F. S. Webster Company. Mr. Gar- 
vin points out that the typewriter is the mainspring 
of modern business; that it was originally sold 
through many of the stationery stores because the 
stationer had a standing establishment with the 
facilities ready to handle machines and a clientele 
who would be interested in them. The appliance, 
however, needed salesmen to concentrate upon it 
alone and as competition arose among typewriter 
companies, they began selling on their own hook 
and gradually the business has been taken away 
trom the stationer. Mr. Garvin points out that 
following the typewriter, in order of precedence 
come the following products: Letter-heads to write 
upon, typewriter ribbons, second sheets to record 
the copies, carbon paper to make the copies, stenog- 
raphers’ note books, lead pencils to sign with, ink, 
paste and mucilage, envelopes, filing cases in which 
to store copies and records, filing supplies, office 
furniture, and so on. Emphasis may well be laid 
upon the fact, therefore, that the typewriter and its 
immediate accessories make a market for practi- 
caliy everything in the office equipment store. 

There might have been excuse for stationers los- 
ing the typewriter business, but the condition should 
not be allowed to go any farther. Most stationers 
have a large business in typewriter paper, letter- 
heads, printing, etc., also in second sheets, for the 
stationer is the logical man for this work. ‘There is 
little excuse, however, for him to lose the ribbon and 
carbon business which has already partly followed 
the typewriter out of the stationery store. Most 
of the companies sell goods direct in some section 
of the country or other, and are obliged to do so or 
go without business from these sections. All of 
the ribbon and carbon business should belong to the 
stationer and manufacturers would readily consent 
to this if the stationer would push the goods and 
build up sales. It is significant that the most suc- 
cessful stationers throughout the country have a 
big business on carbon paper and typewriter ribbons 
and are not afraid of competition. Men who sell 
ribbons and carbons direct get good prices, often 
much higher than those quoted by the local sta- 
tioner, and yet they get the order. This order 
should go to the local stationer and would do so if 
he had the requisite energy and merchandising 
ability. 

Mr. Garvin favors the sale of nationally advertised 
brands which are backed by manufacturers of rep- 
utable character. 

Following the publication of The Webster Way 
for March, Edwin I. Baer of Canton, O., wrote Mr. 
Garvin a letter of cordial approval. He pointed out 
that the cost of the stationery business is constantly 
increasing and that demand for service is growing 
greater and greater. Mr. Baer suggested the answer 
to the problem was through improved advertising 
and selling methods, and suggested a conference be- 
tween manufacturers and dealers to this end. In 
reply, Mr. Garvin agreed with the suggestion in sub- 
stance and pointed out that it would do no good for 
one branch of the trade to abuse the other and vice 
versa. 


In conclusion he pointed out that the problem is 
to be solved by those who are in the stationery bus! 
ness, by the wholesalers, manufacturers and the r 
tailers. Each must be made to understand his de 
pendence upon the other so that all will work for the 
advancement of the entire industry. Action is al 
ready being taken to bring about a conference of the 
different elements of the trade and it is expected 
that a discussion at the Cincinnati convention this 
fall will advance the matter to a point where som: 
practical steps can be taken toward keeping the st: 
tionery business where it belongs.

The Motograph was the name of another device for check- 
ing up on all kinds of vehicles, giving the fime of chauf- 
feurs, etc. The lines of the Manifolding Company were 
shown on the Coast for the first time, also the Hush-A- 
Phone was first publicly shown. A new combination regis- 
ter and adding machine was shown by the Dalton Adding 
Machine Company.

A Floating Exposition of German Office Appliances. 

A propaganda trip for German and Austrian made mer- 
chandise, in the way of a floating exposition, will begin 
July 1 and extend for one year. An interesting part to 
readers of Office Appliances is that one section of the 
exhibits will be devoted to office equipment, under the 
direction of one of the leading of the German office equip- 
ment trade journals, Burobedarf Rundschau, a recent issue 
of which carries full details of the trip. The journey will 
be confined almost entirely to the South American coast, 
where stop-overs of from one to three weeks will be made 
at the leading ports, South America being an extensive 
outlet for German goods. Attempts will be made to secure 
large orders at all ports and some goods will be sold from 
the steamer. Entertainment will be provided for those 
who board the ship to inspect the exhibits. 

The floating exposition is an old idea that has always had 
a strong appeal to the imagination. More than twenty-five 
years ago there was presented by an American journal, with 
which the editor of Office Appliances was associated at the 
time, a very comprehensive plan, which included a floating 
exposition, to cultivate the business of the countries, which 
now interests the group in Germany. A reference made to 
the plan in Office Appliances some eight or ten years ago 
brought out several arguments against the practicability of 
displaying machines on shipboard. These referred particu- 
larly to the uncertainty of the conditions of the sea and the 
necessity of outside anchorage at certain ports in South 
America. These objections, however, have not deterred our 
Italian and German friends from undertaking such an enter- 
prise. The “Brazilian American,” published in Rio, an- 
nounces the Italian ship “Italia,” an auxiliary ship of the 
Italian navy, carrying displays of Italian art and industries. 
The German exposition ship will carry exhibits of German 
and Austrian arts and manufactures. These expositions 
are bound to attract a great deal of attention and will create 
good demands for the products of the two countries.

The Corona Typewriter Company of Groton, N. Y., has 
just produced and is shipping to its dealers a new stand 
ard keyboard Corona typewriter, having four banks of keys 
instead of three as on previous models. The new machin« 
is light, but sturdy, low-built and symmetrical of design 
It is non-folding, and yet it is a Corona in appearance and 
in fact. 

Its construction is radically different from that of pre 
vious models, its standard keyboard being, of course, the 
uutstanding feature. There are forty-two letter keys, a 
single shift key on either side, shift lock on the left, margin

release key at the right end of the upper bank and back 
spacer at the right end of the second bank 

Che substantial appearance of the new model and its 
height—or lack of it—are among the features which first 
manifest themselves to the eye. To borrow from automo 
bile phraseology, one may say that it is a sort of underslung 
model, with the segment well down in the frame. Its 
height is only four and one-half inches, notwithstanding 
the fact that it does not fold. 

The Corona Four is said to possess mechanical features 
unusual in a portable typewriter. It has a double universal 
bar mechanism. One universal bar actuates the ribbon 
movement and the other the escapement. The former is 
operated by the key levers and the latter is operated by the 
type-bars. The escapement universal last referred to is of 
the segment typ¢ This construction permits of an inde- 
pendent adjustment of the ribbon and escapement mechan 
ism, insuring better printing in either color and better 
scapement adjustment 

[t is of interest to note that the Corona Four has a differ- 
ent type-bar action from the Corona Three. Speed being 
one of the considerations in the building of the new model, 
the designer produced an accelerating type-bar action 
vhich is said to give uniform key depression, light touch, 

quick blow and rapid retraction. The new machine is 

Iso said to possess unusual manifolding and stencil cutting 
power, combined with clean-cut printing. 

Because the space bar operates on the escapement uni 
ersal only, the ribbon does not move when the space bar 

struck. 

Che type-bar segment on the Corona Four is placed very 
low in the frame and at an angle of about thirty degrees 
from the vertical. The writing line is in the same plane 
ind therefore on a direct line with the eyes of the operator 


The shift mechanism, operating on ball bearings, is light 
and quiet, the quietness being due to a special cushioning 
device. The segment is of the anvil type in order to over- 
come any tendency to blurring of the characters on the 
extreme right and left of the keyboard. The type-guide on 
this model has been anchored to the segment plate. Guid- 
ing is on the bars, immediately below the type. 

The attention of dealers outside the United States is 
called to the fact that the machine is so designed that any 
key may be made “dead” by a slight alteration of its 
type-bar. 

The Carriage. 

There is apparently no radical change in the carriage; but 
a bail replaces the paper fingers, while the self-spacing car- 
riage return lever is of somewhat different construction. 
here are platen knobs on both ends of the carriage. How- 
ever, one of the most important changes is not visible ex- 
cept on close inspection. We refer to the improved paper 
feed resulting from the addition of two extra feed rolls. 

In addition to the margin release on the keyboard which 
takes care of the release at the right end of the line, there 
is also a release lever at the left end of the carriage to en- 
able the operator to skip the left margin stop whenever de- 
sired. There is the usual paper release, paper guide, car- 
riage releases on both ends of the carriage, adjustable mar- 
gin stops, line space adjuster, platen ratchet release, car- 
riage lock and folding paper supports. 

The width of the carriage on the new model is the same 
as on the previous one—ten inches. It will accommodate a 
No. 10 envelope and write a line 8% inches long. 

The ribbon on the Corona Four is twelve yards long and 
reverses automatically, but may be reversed by hand if 
desired. The reversing mechanism operates on the back- 
stroke of a type bar instead of on the up-stroke, thus doing 
away with the possibility of a heavier touch during the 
reversing operation. Two color ribbon may be used, and 
the ribbon may be thrown out of line with the type for 
stencil cutting by means of a little lever near the left 
spool. The spools are completely encased. 

The Corona Four will be priced at sixty dollars in the 
United States. 

The Corona three-bank model will continue to be manu- 
factured and advertised as heretofore. 


The Carrying Case. 

The carrying case provided for the Corona Four is of 
handsome and substantial construction. The ‘machine is 
held securely within it, without the use of screws or cotter 
pins, yet the bottom section has been cut down to such an 
extent that it serves admirably as a rest for the machine 
when nothing better is available. The hinges which fasten 
the cover to the baseboard are made so that when the lid 
has been raised to a certain point the parts of the hinges 
may be separated and the cover laid aside. If it is desired 
to elevate the machine, it is found that the baseboard will 
fit snugly into the reversed lid. 

The case is of three-ply basswood covered with black 
Fabrikoid and lined with green Fabrikoid. The fittings in- 
clude holder for type brush, oiler, instruction book and 
extra ribbon. 

The Corona Four without its case weighs nine pounds 
and two ounces; with the case the weight is thirteen pounds.

At the Ilion celebration last September, Henry Harper 
Benedict, sole survivor of Wyckoff, Seamans & Benedict, 
had much to say about the Remington brothers and the 
part they played in the founding of the typewriter industry. 
Mr. Benedict was a director of E. Remington & Sons at 
the time of the making of the historic typewriter contract, 
and no one living is so well qualified to express an opinion 
of the great qualities of the Remingtons. He stated that 
when he went with the Remingtons in 1869 it was Eliphalet 
Remington who offered him a position. He described the 
brothers as “the very salt of the earth.” 

When Chancellor Charles Wesley Flint of Syracuse 
University learned of Mr. Remington’s death, he paid him 
the following tribute 

“Eliphalet Remington’s gifts meant more than just the 
amount he gave. At that time a small amount was a very 
big thing for the University and what he gave was no smal! 
amount. He gave until he had nothing left for himself.” 

Mr. Remington’s interest in the writing machine which 
bore his name never diminished. At the typewriter anniver- 
sary last September he made plans to be present, but bodily 
weakness, due to his extreme old age, finally made this 
impossible. 

Mr. Remington lived to see the typewriter become the 
greatest single influence upon modern business methods 
and used in every part of the civilized world. He lived 
the Syracuse University grow into one of the great 
educational institutions of the country. He died poor in 
goods, but leaves behind him a splendid record of

Many interesting and valuable points are brought out, 
such as, building a case for the product; the strength of the 
major idea in an advertisement and the power of the 
expression to awake desire and carry conviction; good 
technique—exercise taste and avoid exaggeration; the art 
of good advertising involves both the principles of rhetoric 
and the strategy of salesmanship; the advertiser must have 
vision as well as the power of expression; he must know 
human nature; he must project himself into the shoes of 
the reader and build his appeal from the reader’s viewpoint; 
good advertising avoids stating conclusions, but strives to 
effect a conclusion in the reader’s mind; blind captions 
should be avoided; a good heading indicates the subject; 
diversification of headings is good practice, but one good 
one will stand several repetitions; let not advertising be 
Havorless, but see that it leaves a good impression; each 
advertisement should be complete in itself—it is planned to 
nake a sale—it presupposes that the prospect will not listen 
twice; the chance to sell is when the reader's attention is 
secured

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Federal Trade Commission and the National Asso- 
ciation. 

Office Appliances has received the following statement 
from Mortimer W. Byers, secretary and counsel of the Na- 
tional Association of Stationers, Office Outfitters and Man- 
ufacturers, with relation to the action of the Federal Trade 
Commission against the Association, the Wholesale Sta- 
tioners’ Association, the officers and members of both and 
a large number of local associations. 

This statement is in asnwer to the complaint and should 
be read by every stationer in the country, for it emphasizes 
the fact that the action by the Federal Trade Commission 
is a gesture continued by reason of the fact that the pro- 
ceeding was started sometime ago and must be worked 
through to some conclusion or definitely dropped. 

Mr. Byers says: 

Under date of April 8, 1924, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion issued a complaint bearing the dock number 1153, 
addressed to the National Association, its officers and mem- 
bers, the Wholesale Stationers’ Association, its officers and 
members, and about twenty-two local associations, their 
officers and members. 

The complaint alleges in substance, that the National 
Association and the other associations, have been and still 
are engaged in a wrongful and unlawful combination and 
conspiracy affecting the trade and commerce in stationery 
goods, with the purpose of discouraging, stifling and sup- 
pressing competition in interstate commerce, and of unfair- 
ly hampering and obstructing competitors engaged therein, 
and of enhancing the prices of stationery goods throughout 
the United States; and that these purposes have been car- 
ried out through the agency of recommended prices pro- 
mulgated by the National Catalogue Commission (discon- 
tinued in 1922 Ed.) and that efforts have been made to 
inflate prices through the introduction of cost systems; 
and that through the local associations, efforts have been 
made to induce manufacturers to refuse to sell goods to 
dealers who fail to employ the recommended prices, and 
that dealers have discriminated against manufacturers whe 
have not been willing to do that, and that as a result of the 
said combination and conspiracy, retail dealers and local 
associations have adopted and adhered to the recommended 
minimum prices and manufacturers have refused to sell to 
dealers who have failed to observe such recommendations: 
and dealers have refused to purchase the products of man- 
ufacturers who sell to competitors of dealers failing or re- 
fusing to adhere to said recommended prices and that the 
business of such retail dealers has been hampered and ob- 
structed and price competition has been largely eliminated. 


To any one who is familiar with the stationery business, 
these allegations will scarcely command even respectful 
consideration. 

In the first place, price recommendations have not been 
issued by any agency of the National Association for nearly 
two years. 

In the second place, when the recommended prices were 
being issued, they had not been followed but were regarded 
merely as a guide to or an indication of a zone of safety 
in the price field and all retail dealers were free to operate 
either within or without that zone, according to their best 
judgment. 

In the third place, the National Association never at- 
tempted either directly or indirectly, to enforce the price 
recommendations or to penalize those who disregarded 
them. 

The voluntary relinquishment by the National Associa- 
tion of its price recommendations service was the subject 
of a very considerable debate and was finally accomplished 
through the medium of a referendum addressed to all mem- 
bers of the Association in the early part of 1922, and the 
general opinion seemed to be that the service was not worth 
what it cost to maintain. 

No organization or individual derives any pleasure from 
being made the object of an attack by even the Federal 
Trade Commission, and particularly is this true when the 
only possible excuse for complaint has been dead and 
buried for nearly two years, but such are the ways of gov- 
ernmental agencies, and we are prepared to vindicate the 
good faith and the clean record of the National A’ssocia- 
tion and anticipate no difficulty whatever in doing so. 

Answers will be filed and issue joined and probably 
it will be many months before hearings are conducted, if 
ever, because it is possible that the Commission will dis 
cover that it has embarked upon a fruitless mission long 
before the time comes to argue the matter out after testi 
mony has been taken. 

In the meantime, the National Association will continue 
to serve the interests which it represents without fear or 
favor, and secure in the integrity of its record

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Pencil Expert on the Pencil Sharpening Question. 

The following article was written by Byron B. Gold- 
smith, vice-president and technical director of the Amer- 
can Lead Pencil Company since 1889 Mr. Goldsmith 


is a recognized expert in everything that pertains to pencil 
manufacture. Here is what he says: 

“Before the advent of pencil sharpening machines, the 
knife was the implement universally used. When sharp 
ening a pencil with one of the machines, if the wood 
splinters or the lead breaks, why is it that the pencil manu- 


rer receives a complaint that his pencils are faulty? 
He knows that his pencils are carefully made and up to 


ls which have given satisfaction in many cases 


The reason the pencil sometimes splinters and the lead 
breaks when using a machine is easy to explain, but why 


it should be blamed on the pencil is more difficult to un- 


“In sharpening with a knife, the wood is cut length 


wise with the grain and a certain amount of care is taken 


not to torce the operation. Most pencil sharpeners, on 
the other hand, cut the wood at an angle to the grain 
Some also cut the wood from the point backward. All 


the difficulties encountered are greatly increased if the 
cutters have lost their sharp edge. In addition to this, the 
utters, being geared to revolve by the turning of a handle, 


the power produced is very much greater than when a 


knite 1s used and a considerably greater strain is put on 
the wood On account of the greater power being pro 
duced by little exertion on the part of the operator, the 
tendency is for him to crowd the work by exerting pres 
sure on the pencil being sharpened, and all the ills men 


tioned above are agnified. The same is true if he re 
volves the cutters too fast and they are not very shary 
the result being a twisting strain on both wood and lead, 
and pencils were never made to stand a strain of this kind. 

‘If a pencil does not point properly on a machine, try 
it again deliberately and slowly. If it still does not give 
satisfactory results, try a knife in the old-fashioned way.
